val Conference today scored 
its first real achievement— a 
final and com|)Iete agreement 
on disarmament between the 
United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. 
At a meeting of the heads of these 
three delegations this morning, ail 
details of the three-power agreement 
were decided upon. 
Compromise Reached 
These final negotiations necessitat­ 
ed a compromise by the BritLsh and 
Americans. They were forced to con­ 
cede to Japan the right to retain the 
battle-cruiser Kongo, which was to 
have been scrapped within two years. 
The vessel wUl be converted into a 
training ship. 
The Americans retained the right 
to convert one of her battleships 
which otherwise would 
have 
been 
scrapped in the near future, into a 
training ship also. The British made 
a similar proviso, so instead of scrap­ 
ping five battleships, she will retain 
one for training ship use. 
According to the agreement with 
the Japanese, they are allowed to lay 
dowm 17,000 tons of submarines im­ 
mediately for 
accelerated 
replace­ 
ments in order to keep their ship- 
yards basy. 
They also will retain 
three cruisers as training ships. 
Hope Not Abandoned 
“The way is now clear,” a British 
spokesman announced, “for the con­ 
clusion at any rate of a three-power 
pact. 
Hope for some sort of a five- 
power treaty, however, has not yet 
been abandoned. What can be done 
in that direction may be clearer this 
evening.”

Model Prison 
The model penitentiary, with the 
best and most sanitary equipment, 
and a farm colony attached, was 
the inspiration of the late Alfred 
W. Pleisher, president of the board 
of trustees of the old Eastern Peni­ 
tentiary. 
The Gratersford site w’as 
decided on, and three years ago a 


work on the vast acreage. They be­ 
gan by working on the farmlmuses 
already on the land, and turning 
them into barracks, where the com­ 
ing convict-workers might be housed 
while they started construction of 
the prison walls themselves. 
When the barracks were completed, 
men in numbers ranging from 500 
to 800 were sent from Philadelphia 
to begin work on the construction of 
the prison. 
Only recently a power 
house w'as erected. In time this power 
house will provide heat for the en­ 
tire prison w'hich will house about 
3,200 prisoners. 
According to Capt. 
Elmer Leig- 
hiser, deputy warden in charge, and 
other prison authorities, the new pen­ 
itentiary will be a model in w^elfare 
w'ork when it is completed.

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COW DISCOVERED 
HOWE CAVERNS IN 
NEW YORK STATE 


f Int« rTiatlori.4l Nexv.s Service) 
HOWE CAVERNS, N Y. April 10,— 
A flock of bats may have revealed 
Carlsbad Cave, New Mexico, to the 
World. But Howe Caverns, 40 miles 
west of Albany, were c^^overed by a 
cow. 
Thie comparison has cropped up In 
the discu-ssions of the old timers of 
the Caverns country, who didn't In­ 
tend to have a cave in New Mexico 
claim all honors in the matter of 
quaint antiquarian lore. 
The series of caverns which burrow 
for tortuous, fantastic miles deep in 
a hillside between the Catskill high­ 
lands and the Mohawk Valley were 
known to the Indians, so the story 
goes, as Otsgargee, or Cave of Great 
Galleries, in 1842, Lester Howe, a far­ 
mer of the neighborhood, discovered 
the cavern-entrance in the “Blowing 
Rock,** a hill from the side of which 
Lssued a mysterious current of-cold 
air. Howe made his discovery after 
noticing the persistence with which 
his cow, Millicent, wandered off on 
.sultry afternoons to lie in the shade 
of a clump of trees at the base of the 
“Blowing Rock”. He was the first 
white man to enter the caverns which 
now bear his name. 
The cave in New Mejxico was dis­ 
covered by a white man in 1901. Jim

thought to be volcano smoke. Riding 
toward it, his volcano turned out to 
be a cloud of bats issuing from the 
mouth of a cave. 
E'irly explorers of the Carlsbad 
Cave were lowered into it in a bucket 
operated by cable and windlass. When 
an ci^erlapping of the cable on the 
Ainilass gave the bucket a momen­ 
tary drop, the old guides added nothing 
to the tourists* enjoyment of the sen- 
.•^tion by calling It “a mere drop in 
the bucket’’. Howe caverns is the

equipped with electric elevators which 
lower vl.sitors 156 feet through a con­ 
crete shaft to the limestone “vesti­ 
bule.”

Girl Scout Little Homes 


(Contributed) 
W hat do you think of the latest 
figures on Girl Scout Littles Homes, 
160 of them scattered over the coun­ 
try from coast to coast with tw’o more 
in 
Hawaii? 
Theres are 67 
little 
houses, 36 cabins and 57 apartm ents 
or rooms. 
Some of the girl scouts 
bought and paid for their own and 
some were fortunate enough to be 
presented with them, 
but all girl 
scouts take the same pride and the 
same keen interest in these houses 
th at are their very own. 
Some built their own. 
In Kansas, 
the Rotary club 
furni.®ihed enough 
telephone poles to make a log cabin. 
The girls have earned money enough 
to furnish it, although some things 
have been given them. 
I t is the houses which particularly 
fire the imagination. 
How many an 
interesting story of acquisition and 
early history can be told about them! 
Consider the contrast presented be­ 
tween the former home of the court 
cham berlain of Haw'aii’s last queen 
and a humble tourist camp. The ac­ 
count of the girl .scout house at River­ 
side, Cal., is a unique one. The coun­ 
cil ther donated an old hotel and 
faced the problem of moving it to 
another site. 
In exchange for two- 


thirds of the house, the most of mov­ 
ing was met. Then various extras, in­ 
cluding a delightful fireplace, were 
given by the business men of the city 
until the piece of hotel evolved into a 
cosy little house. 
At Fort Pierce, Fla., the great real 
estate boom proved of decided ad­ 
vantage to the Girl Scouts. A num ­ 
ber of one-room structures had been 
built by the city to house the many 
people who flocked there. 
After the 
boom two of these houses were given 
to the Girl Scouts. A big open porch 
now joins them and each of the two 
trops of Fort Pierce vies with the 
other to keep the tidier and more 
tasteiul place. 
Park boards have been very cooper­ 
ative in donating buildings or land. 
In Philadelphai, Pa., and Austin, Tex., 
the land and buildings have thus been 
loaned for an indefinite period, while 
in Muskogee, Okla., the house was 
given outright.
